Jury Convicts Manafort 


Former Trump Campaign 
Chairman Guilty On 8 Counts

ALEXANDRIA, Va. — A jury found 
former Trump campaign chairman Paul 
Manafort guilty Tuesday on tax and bank 
fraud charges — a major if not complete 
victory for special counsel Robert 
Mueller III as he continues to investigate 
the president’s associates. 

The jury convicted Manafort, a New 
Britain native, on eight of the 18 counts

NEW YORK — Michael Cohen, President 
Donald Trump’s former personal lawyer and 
fixer, pleaded guilty Tuesday to campaign- 
finance violations and other charges, saying 
Trump directed him to ar- 
range the payment of hush 
money to porn star Stormy 
Daniels and a former Play- 
boy model to fend off dam- 
age to his White House bid. 

Cohen’s extraordinary ac- 
count marks the first time 
that any Trump associate has 
gone into open court and 
implicated Trump himself in 
a crime, though whether — or when — a 
president can be prosecuted remains a 
matter of legal dispute.
